Nineteen additional deaths su- 
perinduced by the extreme heat, 
which entered its fourth day of 100 
degree temperatures today, were 
reported in the city, with 35 addi- 
tional cases of heat  prostration 
treated at*City Hospital yesterday 
afternoon, Eleven deaths were re- 
ported in the suburbs. The total 
number of such deaths in the last 
week is 55. 

Yesterday's high mark of 104.2 
degrees at 4 o’clock set a record 
for July that has not been equaled 
in the last 29 years. A reading of 
105 degrees, however, was reached 
on Aug. 4. 1918. The season of 
1901, which set all records with a 
mark of 107 on July 22, of that 
year, was the hottest summer in 


the history of the local Weather 
Bureau. 

Promises of relief were made by 
the Weather Bureau in a forecast 
which said that a “moderate but 
appreciable lowering of tempera- 
ture” was to be expected in the 
next 24 hours, with good chances 
for thurnidershowers from the west 
and southwest. Low-pressure areas 
are developing in the northern 
Mississippi valley states, with the 
expectation that the temperature 
generally would be greatly im- 
proved. 

Today's heat made a bid of equal- 
ing that of the last three days 
when the thermometer showed a 
reading of 101 at 1p. m. An in- 
creased cirtulation of air and a 
lower humidity made the heat 
more endurable than yesterday. 
Seeking relief from the oppres- 
sive temperatures inside dwelling 
houses last night, hundreds of 
persons went out on lawns and 
into the parks to sleep. Swimming 
pools, air-cooled theaters and mo- 
tor cars were used by many who 
stayed out until late to avoid the 
extreme temperatures, which went 
into the 90-degree range several 
times during the night. 

Water consumption in the city 
yesterday established a new high 
record, as has been the case each 
day since Monday. Yesterday 192.- 
316,090 galions were used. On the 
day before 189,123,260 gallons were 
used. 

A request for co-operation in 
conserving the water supply was 
made by Water Commissioner Day, 
who said the daily excess of 70,- 
000,000 gallons above normal 
probably included a great deal of 
waste, principally that due to let- 
ting lawn hose and sprinklers run 
during the night, not materially 
bettering the heat situation and 
actually in creasing the humidity 
in the special location. No actual 
shortage of water is anticipated, he 
said, but the use of large amounts, 
by lowering the pressure in the 
mains, makes the event of a large 
fire particularly hazardous.

HOOVER'S REFUSAL 
10 GIVE SENATE 
“THE PAPERS” 

AIDS OPPONENTS 


Antagonizes Progressives, 
but Costs Treaty Votes of 
Two Democrats — Pitt- 
man and Thomas. 


RESERVATION BY 
NORRIS OFFERED 


Resolution Provides for Rat- 
ification With ‘‘Distinct 
Understanding That It 
Carries No Concealed 
Commitments.”’

WASHINGTON, July 12.—Ad- 
ministration forces working for the 
ratification of the London naval 
treaty have been made uneasy by 
the signs of growing opposition 
based on the President’s continued 
refusal formally to stibmit the so- 
called “‘secret papers.”’ 

Immediately after the receipt 
late yesterday of the President's 
message, in which he held that 


compliance with the Senate’s re- 
quest for the papers would be 
“incompatible with the public in- 
terest,” Senator Norris, Progress- 
ive Republican, Nebraska, intro- 
duced a reservation which he had 
framed in anticipation of the Pres- 
ident’s action. 

The reservation, wkich is in the 
form of a resolution, sets out that, 
inasmuch as the President has de- 
clined to send to the Senate the 
full file of papers touching the 
negotiation of the treaty and the 
Senate has been compelled to act 
on it without full knowledge of 
what these papers contain, the 
Senate, therefore, ratifies the 
treaty “with the distinct and ex- 
plicit understanding” that it car- 
ries no concealed commitments, 
and that there is no secret agree- 
ment between any of the parties as 
to the construction of any pro- 
vision. 

Norris held that, since the Presi- 
dent had declined to send the doc- 
uments in question, the Senate’s 
only course was to specify that 
such documents did not affect the 
meaning of the treaty. His reser- 
vation, he explained, was simply 
an affirmation of the President’s 
own statement that the papers had 
no material bearing on the treaty. 

Similar views were expressed by 
other members of the Republican 
independent group and by several 
Democrats. 


Affront to the President. 

Senators Reed of Pennsylvania 
and Allen of Kansas, Republican 
leaders of the pro-treaty forces, 
declared that the Norris reserva- 
tion, in view of the President's pos- 
itive denial of any secret commit- 
ments, was an affront to the ex- 
ecutive. They pointed out, more- 
over, as did the President in his 
message, that the- documents al- 
ready dre available for inspection 
by any Senator in confidence. 

Opponents of the treaty, as well 
as some who have be riendly to 
it, expressed the ie Tene the Sen- 
ate would demean itself if it should 
take “lying down,” as . Senator 
Johnson said, the President's flout- 
ing of a constitutional prerogative 
of the Senate. 


It was incumbent on the Presi- 
dent, they said, to submit the pa- 
pers without exacting a pledge in 
advance that they would be held 
confidential. It the President 
wanted them kept secret, and 
would say so, these Senators had 
no doubt that the Senate * would 
observe his wishes. They pointed 
out that the McKellar resolution, 
as amended, gave the President the 
opportunity to recommend secrecy. 

“Why.” they asked in effect, 
“should the President be willing to 
trust Senators individually, by of- 
fering them the papers in confi- 
dence through Sexator Reed, and 
not be willing to trust them col- 
lectively ?”’ 

Threaten to Oppose Pact. 

Senator Norris, La Follette, Wis- 
consin, and others who had intend- 
ed to vote for the treaty threatened 
to come out against it if the Nor- 
ris reservation were not accepted. 
Their attitude heartened the John- 
son oppositionist group and led to 
the prediction in some quarters 
that the special session would be 
forced into a recess without rati- 
fication of the treaty. 

The President's refusal to send 
the documents not only antagon- 
ized the Norris-La Follette group 
but also, according to Senate lead- 
ers, definitely cost the treaty the

The will of former Federal Judge 
Henry 8. Priest, filed today for 
probate, distributed the bulk of his 
estate equally among hi four chil- 
dren, George T. and Wells Blodgett 
Priest, Mrs, William Grayson and

Tentative estimates place the 
estate at about $500,000. A $5000 
bequest was made, by prenuptial 
agreement, to Judge Priest’s wid- 
ow, Mrs. Mabel C. Priest,.who, the 
will stated, had received $30,000 
during his lifetime. The will stip- 
ulated that $25,000 insurance, of 
which Mrs. Bond was beneficiary, 
is to be deducted from her share. 

Keepsakes, chiefly jewelry, were 
bequeathed to Judge Priest’s law 
associate, Robert E. Maloney, and 
members of the family. Faithful 
servants were remembered with a 
$2000 bequest for Miss Nellie 
Hutchinson of San Diego, Cal, a 
former housekeeper, and Edwin 
Henderson, a Negro, Judge Priest’s 
butler for 25 years, who also is to 
receive a diamond and sapphire 
pin. 

Good-will and fixtures of the law 
office, and its extensive library, 
were left to Mloney and George T.

Miss Ruth Alexander Climbs 
4600 Ft. More After Be- 
coming Unconscious.

Miss Ruth Alexander fainted in 
the cockpit of her tiny monoplane 
as it soared 26,600 feet above 


Lindbergh Field yesterday but re- 
gained consciousness after the 
plane started to descend and today 
claims the altitude record for wom- 
en. The plane’s instruments showed 
that she had bettered by 6600 feet 
ner previous Mark of 20,000 feet, 
set July 4. 

In relating her experience she 
said she became unconscious when 
the altimeter showed 22,000 feet, 
her plane continuing to climb more 
than 4000 feet. 

“The last thing I noticed was 22,- 
000 feet,” said Miss Alexander. 
“My oxygen was pretty low and I 
wast still climbing. When I looked 
at my altimeter again it showed 
18,000 feet. My oxygen was gone. 
Then I realized that I had been 
ainconscious.”’ 

The girl brought her 90-horse- 
power, /low-winged monoplane to a 
safe landing. She was ll dazed 
when attendants lifted her from 
the plane. 


CAPTAIN OBJECTS TO PILOT,

ATTIC DWELLER FREED 
BY LEGAL TECHNICALITY 


Found Guilty of Manslaughter, 
Otto Sanhuber Is Saved by 
Statute of Limitations. 


By the Associated Press, 
LOS ANGELES, Cal,, July 12.— 


Through a legal technicality, Otto 
Sanhuber was free today, although 


convicted of slaying Fred Oecester- 
reich, wealthy Milwaukee manu- 
facturer, in his home eight years 
ago. 

A jury found Sanhuber guilty of 
manslaughter instead of murder, 
and thereby gave him his liberty. 
Yesterday the court uled that the 
verdict must be set aside on the 
ground the statute of limitations 
for manslaughter is three years. 

For more than 10 years, Sanhu- 
ber had lived in small attics in the 
Oesterreich homes here and in 
Milwaukee, as the clandestine 
sweetheart of Mrs. Walburga Oes- 
terreich. 

One evening, Sanhuber told the 
grand jury which indicted him, 
Oesterreich quarreled with his wife. 
Sanhuber testified he crept from 
his attic and shot Ocesterreich, as 
he feared Mrs. Oesterreich was be- 
ing injured. This confession he 
repudiated during his trial for 
murder. 

The case was reviv'd when Her- 
man Shapiro, former attorney for 
Mrs. Oesterreich, disclosed the ex- 
istence of the attic dweller. The 


j woman still faces trial. 


Sanhuber left the Oecesterreich 
home five years ago and was mar- 
ried two years ago under the name 
of Klein.

per cent for the 1900-1910 decade. 
The states thus far completed 
represent less than half of the 
country’s total population. 

The total population of these 
states now is 64,°91,105, an in- 
crease of 7,829,142 people in the 
10 years. The largest increase has 
been made in California with a 
growtl. of 64.6 ,»er cent. The sec- 
ond targest increase was in Michi- 
gan, where it was 31.3 per cent. 
Both of these states have passed 
Massachusetts in rank. 

There have been several other 
overturns in the rankjng of the 
states. Tennessee has passed Ken- 
tucky, Minnesota and Iowa. Min- 
nesota has passed Iowa. Rhode 
Island has passed North Dakota 
and the District of Columbia has 
gone above New Hampshire.

MURPHY PLEA TUESDAY 


Witnesses for Convicted Hold- 
up Murderer to Testify at 
Jefferson City. 


Gov. Caulfield has decided to 


hold a hearing in Jefferson City 
Tuesday at which counsel (for 
Thomas Murphy, sentenced to be 
hanged July 25 for the murder of 
Charles Reilly, a druggist, in a 
holdup, will present witnesses and 
affidavits in support of the con- 
te: *’ . that Murphy is innocent, 

His decision was announced in a 
letter received today by Paul A. 
Richards, attorney for Murphy. 
The hearing will be at 11 a. m. 
in the Governor's office. 

Richards said that John P. En- 
glish, a real estate salesman who 
was in the drug store at 3400 Chip- 
pewa street when Reilly was shot 
to death, would attend the hear- 
ing to repeat the substance of an 
affidavit he made recently in 
which he declared that Murphy, 
was not the murderer. 

Detective Sergt. Frank P. Demp- 
sey, who obtained Murphy’s con- 
fession, but does not believe it, 
would be another witness, Rich- 
ards said. Dempsey has been cited 
to appear before the Board of Po- 
lice Commissioners to determine 
whether he violated police regula- 
tions in making an affidavit in 
which he declared he doubted Mur- 
phy’s guilt. 

Murphy, afrested shortly after 
Reilly was murdered, July 16, 1926, 
confessed three days later. His 
attorney now holds the confession 
was due to a diseased mental con- 
dition resulting from habitual use 
of narcotics. Two witnesses iden- 
tified Murphy at his trial as the 
murderer and have since re-af- 
firmed their opinion that. he is 
guilty.

Gov. Young Indicates He 
Might Grant Pardon if 
Repudiation Could Be 

Heard Officially. 


By the Associated Press. 

BALTIMORE, Md., July 12.— 
John McDonald, principal prosecu- 
tion witness against Thomas Moo- 
ney and Warren K. Billings, serv- 
ing life sentences for the Prepared- 
ness day parade bombing in San 
Francisco in 1916, said today he 
had perjured himself at the trial 
and desired to “undo the wrong.” 

Sought in connection with ef- 
forts of the Mooney Defense 
League to obtain pardons for the 
two men, McDonald was taken into 
custody here efter being recognized 
by a neighbor. He was held on a 
charge of investigation. «He was 
refused his freedom on a writ of 
habeas corpus today and ordeded 
held pending advices from Cali- 
fornia. 

After his arrest he issued the 
following statement through an 
attorney: 

“I, John McDonald, aged 68 
years, residing in Baltimore City, 
testified as a witness for the State 
of California versus Thomas Moo- 
ney and Warren K. Billings. I 
never saw Mooney until taken to 
the Hall of Justice in San Fran- 
cisco and was told by an officer 
that this is Mooney (pointing him 
out to me). My testimoary in the 
various cases was untrue and false. 
I desire to undo the wrong done 
by me in sending Mooney to prison 
regardless oof personal conse- 
quences. The authorities got me to 
testify that I identified Mooney 
but this is an absolute falsehood.” 

Five years after the conviction 
of Mooney and Billings, McDonald 
made an afiidavit at Trenton, N. 
J., in which he said he was not 
positive of his identification of 
either. The affidavit was used in 
an effort to obtain pardons. 

.-In refusing to grant the latest 
pardon petition a few days ago, 
Gov. C. C. Young of California in- 
dicated his decision might be re- 
versed if McDonald were produced 
to repeat his repudiation before the 
Governor and the Supreme Court. 

McDonald cannot be compelled 
to return to California. His ap- 
pearance there would be voluntary 
as there are no charges against 
him and he cannot be extradited 
to obey a subpena from the Cali- 
fornia Supreme Court. 

McDonald’s apprehension “was 
brought about through John (C. 
Taeuber, who recognized a former 
boarder in his home when he saw 
a photograph of the man yesterday. 
He informed police and accom- 
panied three patrolmen to a lunch- 
room in North Baltimore where 
Taeuber said McDonald took his 
meals. 

McDonald was not in the restau- 
rant but Taeuber saw him on the 
street nearby shortly afterward and 
the officers took him into custody 
after McDonald had admitted his 
identity. He said he had been 
working as a telephone operator in 
a large apartment building. 


To Attempt to Return McDonald to 
California. 

SAN FRANCISCO, July 12.—The 
Mooney Defense League announced 
today it would ask Frank P. Walsh, 
New York attorney, to induce John 
McDonald to return here and sub- 
mit to questioning regarding the 
statement he made in Baltimore 
that his testimony against Thomas 
W. Mooney had been false. 

News of McDonald’s stafement 
brought cheers at a meeting of the 
San Francisco Labor Council last 
night. The announcement was 
made at the height of a bitter dis- 
pute over resolutions introduced 
by the Carmen’s Union advocating 
a new campaign for Mooney’s re- 
lease from prison. No definite ac- 
tion was taken. 

In Los Angeles, Gov. C. C. Young 
said: 

“If it is McDonald who is in jail 
in Baltimore, and he is sincere in 
his wish to come to California and 
tell his story to the proper author- 
ities, I shall expect to see those in- 
volved questioned and the truth 
obtained.’’ 

Gov. Young held, in recently de- 
nying a pardon to Mooney, that 
McDonald’s affidavit made in Tren- 
ton, N. J., confessing he had per- 


jured himself while testifying 
against Mooney had been unworthy 
of belief. .

HE value of any legislative ex- 
T periment, whether noble in mo- 

tive or otherwise, can be meas- 
ured only by its cost and its re- 
sults, 

Prohibition was put forth as a 
cure of the evils of intemperance. 
To determine wh:ther it is worth 
the price we are paying for it, let 
us first consider the magnitude of 
the problem of intemperance. 

Was the United States so sod- 
den that it was necessary to enact 
a constitutional amendment to save 
its citizens from their own folly? 
Were the peopje killing themselves 
with alcohol? ‘Were the States so 
debauched, that they could not deal 
‘with this, as with all other social 
crimes? 


If we go back to the record of 
the Census Bureau for 1919, the 
last year before the effective date 
of the national prohibition en- 
forcement act, we find that just 
1367 persons in the United States 
drank themselves to death. That 
was 1.6 persons per 100,000 of pop- 
ulation. The records of the police 
departments of 388 of the principal 
cities of the United States show 
t. at 310,269 arrests were made for 
drunkenness in that year. 

Those figures fairly measure the 
magnitude of the problem as it ex- 
isted immediately before the law 
went into effect. 

The Federal Government is 
spending in direct appropriations 
$50,000,000 for the combined en- 
forcement activities of the coast 
guard, the customs and the prohi- 
bition unit to prevent the manu- 
facture, sale, transportation, im- 
portation and exportation of intox- 
icating liquor for beverage use.

Pretty bad, isn’t it, when a coun- 

try man has to run an advertise- 
ment in his county-seat newspaper 
in order to keep his place’ from 
being overrun with drunks? 

There are other costs of prohi- 
bition in addition to the expense of 
the Federal Government. It is es- 
timated that it is costing the state 
governments, including loss of rev- 
enues, something like $400,000,000 
a year. That is an estimate, and I 
do not pretend to say that it is ac- 
curate. 

As an illustration of some of 
the things that counties and states 
are asked to pay for in the name 
of prohibition, I submit a record 
disclosed a few years ago 
Steuben County, New York, which 
is the home of the distinguished 
Assistant Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, who until their recent trans- 
fer to the Department of Justice 
was in charge of the combined en- 
forcement activities of the Fed- 
eral Government. In this matter 
of local enforcement, the sheriff 
was forced to take a hand. When 
the sheriff turned in the itemized 
expense accounts of his two pro- 

ition enforcers the honorabie 
Board of Supervisors of the county 
were greatly shocked. Here are 
some of the items they found, as 
printed in the Bath (N. Y.) Plain- 
dealer, June 12, 1926:
